OTTAWA, Dec. 16—Speech-making 
in support of the resolutions and 
memorial presented by the represen- 
tatives of the Dominion Council of 
Agriculture, occupied the attention of 
Premier Borden and his colleagues 
fiom 11 a.m, until 2.30 p.m, today. At 
half past one o'clock when there 
were still a couple of resolutions to be 
dealt with Mr. Borden suggested an 
udjournment, R.C. Henders, president 
ot the council, however, promised 
that matters would be expedited and 
the ministers agreed that it would be 
“better to conclude the interview at 
the one sitting. 

Premier Borden in his reply touch- 
ed briefly upon each of the topics in- 
troduced by the delegation and in 
évery instance said that the resolu- 
tion would receive the consideration 
they deserved. He sald that he and his 
colleagues were glad to have the re- 
presentatives of the farmers appear 
before them and present their views. 
They would receive careful considera- 
tion insofar as they came within. the 
scope of legislation which it is within 
the right of the federal parliament to 
pass, 

Request for Sample Markets. 

Taking up first the request that 
sample markets should not be estab- 
lisied under present conditions, Mr. 
orden stated that the «ninister of 
trade and commerce would take this 
matter under consideration and give 
it his personal attention, On the ques- 
tion of appointing a claims agent to 
settle disputes, he said ue was not 
Sure whether it was the idea of the 
delegation to have a man to act as 
arbitrator between the railways and 
the farmers in ¢ase of disputes, Mr. 
Henders having replied that such was 
the purpose of the resolution, Mr. 
Borden said it would be considered. 

“So far as freight rates are con- 
cerned,” he said, ‘you will recognize 
{hat there are difficulties so fur as 
control is concerned. Railways may be 
brought under the parliamentary or 
commission jurisdiction, but where 
steamships ply to other countries the 
question of control is fraught with dif- 
ficulty and requires concerted action.” 

He added that something had been 
done by the government during the 
past summer and that the Imperial 
government had suggested a plan of 
securing information in regard to this 
important question. The suggestion 
had been adopted by the government 
and would be acted upon. 

Borden Gives Sympathy. 

Mr. Borden expressed his sympathy 
with tho co-operative movement 
which he thought was desirable. He 
had been very much impressed with 
the arguments advanced and the pro-

Employees Had Been Called Out 
on Strike—Some Returned, 
Others Strike Breakers

NEWCASTLE, Colo., Dec. 16— 
Thirty-eight men were killed in the 
Vulcan mine of the Rocky Mountain 
Fuel Co. today by an explosion of the 
coal dust. Two miners were rescued 
after the underground workings had 
caught fire. All the victims were mar- 
ried and all but six or eight were Am- 
ericans, 

Men in charge of the rescue work 
asserted tonight that it probably 
would be a day or two before the 
bodies could be recovered. Before sun 
down the mine had been cleared of 
gas and a thorough exploration of the 
wrecked workings was made. 

Many of the bodies were frightfully 
mangled and burned. 

Father J. P. Carrigan of Glenwood 
Springs, near here, hurried to New- 
castle at the first news of the explo- 
sion. The priest rushed into the smok- 
ing pit, being among the first re- 
scuers in search of the dying, that he 
might administer the last rites of the 
church, 

The Vulcan mine was only about a 
year old, und was equipped with mo- 
dern safety devices. It is believed that 
the explosion was caused by an ac- 
cumulation‘of dust in the west portion 
of the mine where work had practic- 
ally been abandoned. Most of the 
dead were found in the east workings 
to which the explosion was communi- 
cated. This fall employees of the mine 
were called out on strike but some of 
them had gone back to work, The 
other victims of today’s disaster were 
strike-breakers, 


NO PROGRESS REPORTED

TO TORONTO STUDENTS 


Faces the Development of the 
Democratic Ideal Down 
Through the Ages

Laurier was the guest this evening of 
the Literary and Scientsie boviety of 
University College, University of To- 
ronto, it was the annual dinner of 
the society and was held in the con- 
vocation room.

Sir Wilfrid traced the development 
of the democratic ideal down through 
ithe ages from the time of early Rome 
and Greece and the subsequent oper- 
ation of the feudal system, the uprising 
of the French revolution, the merging 
of the American’ republic and the 
American civil war, which resulted in 
the abolition of slavery, to existing 
democratic institutions. 

Speaking of Canadian affairs, Sir 
Wilfrid said that problems presented | 
themselves when greedy men sought | 
to take undue tollg and undue profits 
from their fellowmen. Corporations 
were useful only to attain results im- 
possible to private capital; combines 
were useful only when they applied 
themselves to the legitimate purpose! 
of reducing the cost of production and 
the price of the manufactured article. 
But when they sought to restrict 
tirade, corner commodities, and ‘‘fix 
prices one way to the producer and 
another way to the consumer,” they 
presented a problem with which the 
true Canadian deinocrat must wrestle,

Mr. Bole, Brampton, a large stock 
raiser, contended that the morning 
delegation did not represent one per 
cent. of the population, The cry came 
mainly from the people who had done 
well under the tariff as it is, He ab- 
solutely opposed any change in the 
tariff and urged the maintenance of 
its stability. 

Daniel Johnston, of Forest, spoke 
strongly against the tariff on fruit be- 
ing reduced, arguing that it would 
lead to extensive dumping of the 
American products, Last year they 
had shipped 320,000 barrels of apples»

Council Finds That Rules Will 
Not Permit of Hurried Pass. 
ing of Bylaw 


ALDERMAN SMITH I8 
NOW OPPOSING PELICAN 


If Present Council Sets Plebiscite 
it Will be at Last Meeting of 
Year 


No bylaw to submit an agree- 
ment with the Pelican Oj) and 
Gas Company to the ratepayers 
for approval, can be passed fin- 
ally until the very last meeting of 
this year's council, which will fall 
due on Dec, 30, just one day be- 
fore the new council steps into 
office. 

The minority of the council 
which is opposing this agreement 
will use every possible means of 
obstruction to prevent the agree- 
ment being submitted to the peo- 
ple through a bylaw passed by 
this year's council, 

Aiderman Smith, who previous- 
ly had strongly supported an 
agreement with the Pelican Co.,, 
has altered his stand. Last night 
he came out as definitely oppos- 
ed to the propyused agreement, 
and will publicly oppose it if it is 
submitted to the ratepayers, 

Alderman East has given no- 
tice that he will move at the first 
meeting of the new = council, 
which will be held on January 5, 
1914, to reconsider any bylaw 
calling for an agreement with the 
Pelican Oil and Gas Company. 


Such, in'brief. are the developments 
of last night's session of the city 
council which saw the minority of 
three—-Driscol), East and, May—fight- 
ing tooth and nail to have the pass- 
ing of the agreement shelved until the 
new council takes office. 

These three aldermen came primed 
with all manner of obstruction de- 
vices. They had technicalities, motions 
to lay on the table, motions to adjourn 
and half a dozen other motions. And 
they used these most successfully. Be- 
fore the meeting was over the three 
had the majority of the council so 
tangled up on rules of procedure and 
rules of order, that by the time the 
meeting adjourned no one knew, just 
where they were at. 

First Minority Victory. 

The very first victory of the minor- 
ity was when Alderman Driscoll 
pointed out that as the agreement had 
been considered two weeks ago as a 
“blanket” agreement, no company's 
name should be mentioned. In the 
Graft agreement, the preamble  con- 
tained the name of the Pelican Oil 
and Gas company. 

So Alderman Driscoll moved that 
the words “Pelican Oil and Gas Com- 
pany” be struck out, and the name 
of the company be left blank.

posal would receive the best consid- 
eration of the government. 

Railway act amendments, he said, 
would, in all piovabiity be dealt 
with at the coming session of parlia- 
ment, when the existing laws would 
be consolidated and revised. Then the 
recommendation made would be given 
consideration. The government would 
be glad to have further information in 
writing in respeet to this matter. 

The Fiscal Question. 

“The fiscal question,” said the pre- 
mier, “has involved a very wide range 
of suggestions, As you know, how- 
ever, so far as the tariff » concerned, 
any announcement of change will be 
made before the proper tribunal and 
that is parliament. I have nothing to 


say on the question at the present 
time.” 
Mr. Borden remarked that the 


questions of the high cost of living 
and the depopulation of the rural dis- 
tricts were not confined to Canada, 
Both he and his colleagues stood not 


only for tne increasing of the ratio of 


rural population but also for. the in- 
creasing of the districts. To the ques- 
tion of the cost of living the govern- 
ment would give whatever attention 
was fitting to the functions of govern- 
ment. There are, however, he — said, 
some economic questions so wide in 
their application as to be impossible 
of solution by parliamentary enact- 
ment.”

“Undoubtedly,” replied Mr. Drury. 

“I remember in the early nineties that 
my father got first rate farm labor at 
avout eit a month, and peard. To- 
day the rate is about $30 a monn 
for an inferior class of labor, because 
the farm hands of the nineties were 
mostly Ontario farmers’ sons.” 
* To a question by the finance minis- 
ter, Mr. Drury said he considered the 
disability which the farmer labored 
under was due to the tariff. 

“How does that view square with 
the fact that the tariff hasn't been 
changed since the early nineties.” 

Mr. Drury's reply was to the effect 
that the causes of change were cumu- 
lative, The proportion of urban _to 
rural population had enormously in- 
creased, 

Lower Tariff Necessary. 

“Free food would be a step in the 
right direction but I don’t believe it 
would appreciably reduce the cost of 
living. The solution of that problem 
is to get the people back to the land 
and the way to do it is to lower the 
tariff and so make it less burdensome 
to operate,” declared Mr. Drury. 

To a question by the premier, Mr. 
Drury argued that the unprotected 
industries such as the manufacturers 
of cream separators and binder twine 
had showed an inerease in the num- 
ber of employees and not the pro- 
tected ,industries, 

Mr. McEwing, Wellington, gave it 
as his opinion that the primary cause 
of rural depopulation was that farm- 
ers’ sons were leaving the land for 
the professions because the remun- 
eration was better, aneees 

A lesson in the benefit of freer 
markets to the farmer has been just 
given in the operation of the Under- 
wood tariff, The demand for fana- 
dian cattle had swept the country of 
everything available that stood on 
hoofs, The farmer wanted free mar- 
kets for what whe had to sell. This 
would give better financial returns to 
the farmer and enable him to get 
cheaper labor . 

Farmers’ Limit Reached. 

J. 8. Wood, of the Manitoba Grain 
Growers’ Association, declared that 
the farmer would not stand for any 
more increase of protection. There 
was a limit to the farmer's endurance 
in this respect. People talked about 
the prosperity of the west, said Mr. 
Wood, but it was largely a myth. 
There was not a sufficient margin of 
profit. The cost of production was too 
close to the cash yield. 

He added he had made money 
farming, but it was due to the fact, 
he said, that his neighbors had gone 
out of stock raising. Still the differ- 
ence between the price given to the 
farmers for cattle and the price charg- 
ed to the consumer for beef was ab- 
normal, Sirloin steak cost 75 cents a 
pound in Winnipeg. As for the differ- 
ence in thé price of wheat in Canada 
and the United States, the fact was 
that the price was higher in the 
States, only at times when) there hap- 
pened to be little or no wheat in this 
country. 

Favor of Free Interchange. 

Mr. Woods said he had always been 
in favor of a free interchange of na- 
tural products between Canada and 
the United States. It would benefit 
the western farmer a great deal, more 
particularly ifree trade in wheut, bar- 
ley and potatoes. The fluctuations in 
the price of potatoes he said, was 
principally due to the limited home 
market. “All you have to do is to give 


us the market and the farmers will 
try to supply it.” 

President Good, pf the Ontario 
grange, who followed, said that the 


hardships of farm life were due 
largely to the fiscal policy. Everything 
possible should be done, he said to re- 
lieve the burdens of the farmer im- 
posed as a result of the tariff. In- 
cluding the tariff taxes on ggricultur- 
al implements, he sald, the farmers 
pay ten million dollars per annum for 
tariff taxes, or about ten 
much as has been recently voted by 
parliament for the encouragement o! 
agriculture, 
Red Decr Man Last Speaker. 
E, Carswell, Red Deer, who was the 


last speaker, said that on behalf of 


the farmers of Alberta, he desired to 


second all that had been said. Under 


existing conditions, he declared, it 
was impossible to keep the young peo- 
ple on the farm.

TEXT OF RESOLUTIONS 
PRESENTED BY FARMERS 


The resolutions presented today to the government by the dep- 
utation of Canadian farmers, were as follows: 

Whereas the progress and development of the agricultural in- 
dustry is of very great importance to the general welfare of the 
state, all other industries being largely dependent on its success, and 


Whereas the cost of the production of all farm products is’ 


materially enhanced and the development of our agricultural re- 
sources retarded by the excessive cost of agricultural implements, 
and other commodities, due to customs duties; and 

Whereas an import tax on fcod stuff increases the cost of liv. 
ing to the extent of the tax imposed, and evables dealers and man- 
ufacturers to form combines and create artificial restrictions in the 
distribution of commercial commodities; and 

Whereas the best interests of the people of Canada, and our 
loyalty to the British Crown, demand that the tariff barriers of 
trade with the Motherland be removed and thus cheapen the cost 
to Canadian consumers of goods manufactured in Great Britain; 
and ; sK, 

Whereas the free interchan’e of all natural products between 
Canada and the Nited States would tend to reduce the cost of liv- 
ing to town and country people altke; and 

Whereas the United States congress has passed an act which 
is stil in force offering free interchange o fnatural products = be- 
tween the ¢wo countries, 

Therefore be it resolved: , : 

1, That we urge our goverament to recommend to __ partiia- 
ment at ite next session, a reduction in the tariff on importa from 
Great Britain to one-half the general tariff, and to provide for a 
further gradual reduction until there is free trade with Great Mri- 
tain in five years, 

2. That parliament accept the offer of the Untied States of 
free interchange of all agricultural and animal products between 
the two countries, 

3. That all foodstuffs not provided for in the above referred 
to offer of the United States be transferred to the free list, 

4. That agricultural implements, lumber and cement be trans- 
ferred to the free list, 

5. That pending the passage of the legislation asked for here- 
in, any duties now imposed under the Canadian customs. tariff, 
which are the cause of countervailing duties imposed against any 
food products of this country by any foreign country, be immedi- 
ately removed, 

6. That any tariff or trade concession granted to any other 
country be immediately extended to Great Britain. Carried. 

LIABILITY FOR KILLING OF STOCK, 

That this council urge upon the government the necessity of 
amending sections 254, 294 and 295 of the Railway Act by adopt- 
ing the following, which has already been submitted to the gov- 
ernment, and which would, we believe, place the Mability for stock 
killed upon the railway company, where it really belongs: 

Section 254 of ~he Railway Act is amended by repealing sub- 
section 4 thereof and enacting as sub-sections 4 and 5 the follow- 
ing.: 


4. The board shall have power, upon application made to it by 
the company, to relieve it, temporarily or otherwise, from erecting 
and maintaining such fences, gates and cattle guards where the 
railway passes through any locality in which, in the opinion of the 
board, such works and structures are unnecessary, 

5. Where the railway is being constructed through enclosed 
lands, it shall be the duty of the company to take effective mea- 
sures to protect the crops, to prevent cattle and other animals en- 
tering upon or escaping from such enclosed lands. 

Sections 204 and 295 are repeated and the following substi- 
tuted therefor: 

295. The company shall be liable to pay the full value there- 
of to the owner of all horses and sheep, swine or other cattle that 
may be killed or injured upon the company's lands through = the 
operation of the railway, save wherc such killing is caused by rea- 
son of any person (a) failing to keep the gates at any farm cross- 
ing at each side of the railway closed when not in use, or (b) leav- 
ing open any gate on either side ot the railway provided for the 
use of any farm crossing, without some competent person being at 
or near such gate to prevent animals passigg ghrough such gate 


on to the railway, or (c) turning any animal upon or within the — 


enclosure of any railway Company, (d) éxéept as authorized by 
this act without the consent of the company, riding, leading or 
dviving any animal ypon any railway and within the fences and 
guards thereof. 


OPPOSED TO SAMPLE MARKET. 


Whereas it has been brought to the attention of this council 
that it is proposed to establish a sample market at Winnipeg dur- 
ing the month of December, 1913; and 


Whereas the view of this council regarding the proposed sam- 
ple market were clearly set forth in a resolution adopted on Dec. 
16th, 1910, which was as follows: 

‘Whereas we are convinced that the terminal elevators as now 
operated are detrimental both to the interests of the producers and 
eonsumers as proved by the recent investigation and testimony of 
important interested bodies; we, therefore, request that the Domin- 
on government acquire and operate as a public utility under an 
independent commission the terminal elevators at Fort William 
and Port Arthur and immediately establish similar terminal fa- 
cilities and conditions at the Pacific coast and provide same at 
Hudson's Bay when necessary, also such transfer and other eleva- 
tors necessary to safeguard the quality of export grain”; and 

Whereas the above conditions have not been fully met and 
whereas we are convinced after investigation that the establish- 
ment of a sample market under cxisting conditions will not be in 
the interest of the producer of grain but will tend to bring about 
conditions that will destroy the integrity of our present grading sys- 
tem, and will not bring about the desire of the fermers as is con- 
tained in the above quoted resolution but will be injurious to the 
farn of western Canada; 

Therefore, be it resolved that we do hereby protest against the 
Introduction of the said sample market and do urge that no further 
steps be taken towards bringing the sample market into operation 
until those who are most interested—the grain producers — are 
agreed that the time has arrived when same could be safely and 
properly operated for the benefit of both producer and consumer. 


AMENDMENT TO GRAIN ACT. 


That the government be requested to amend the Canada 
Grain Act and the Weights and Measures Act so that the inspec- 
ion and control of all scales in use in all) grain elevators and 
warehouses in Canada be transte reed from the Department of In- 
land Revenues and placed under the administration of the De- 
partment of Trade ant Commerce under the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Grain Commissioners f or Canada, 

Whereas it is to the interest of the farmers of Canada that 
the question of co-operation should be discussed at the forthcom- 
ing convention of the associations affiliated with this council, and 
it is desirable that any co-operative action should be uniform so 
that a general policy may be followed in all provinces: 

Therefore, be it resolved, that we do request the government 
to introduce at the next session of Parliament a comprehensive 
co-operative act which will perm it the estAblishment of co-opera- 
tive societics of all kinds whether for pirposes of credit or of 
trade, 


URGE GENERAL UriLity AGENT. 

That the government be requested to appoint a general 
utility agent who shail have full power to adjust claims between 
shippers and railway elevator and commission companies relative 
to shortage on grain shipments, leakages from grain cars and 
overcharges on freight on grain shipments and similar matters. 

That the government be re guested to provide Wat all cars 
used for shipping grain in balk be stencilled to show height to 
which grain is leaded and thus provide an additional means of 
determining shortages in bulk grain shipments, 

Whereas the cost of transp orting grain and flour from Fort 
William to Liverpool has almost doubled during the past. three 
years, dite to mergers and combines in lake and ocean shipping; 
and, 

Whereas such increase in freight charges means an equal 
decrease in the price which the producer receives for his gra'a:: 

Therefore, be it resolved, that ¢he government be urged tw 
investigate lake and ocean frelg ht charges on grain anid flour 
take whatever steps may be fonnd necessary to bring reef to

Rumored He "Advised Intending 
Investors in Oanada Loan to

landon, Dec. 16. — Though little 
credence has been given to the wide- 
ly cireulated report of a news agency 
alleging that a asritish public trustee 
in Dis capacity as a government of- 
ficial had gone out of his way to ad- 
vise a number of intending investors 
to withdraw applications which they 
had made for stock of the recently 
jasued loan of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, the trustee in question considers 
the public here and in Canada are en- 
titled to an explanation, 

“In one case,” he says, ‘where a 
co-trustee proposed to apply for an 
allotment, he was advised by a tele- 
gram that the public trustee would 
agree to an investment of 1,000 
pounds nominal in the new issue, A 
confirmation of this telegram was fol- 
lowed by letter the same day, that 
this should he acquired, the purchase 
to be made omn-the market. The co- 
trustee having understood the tele- 
gram to be an authorization to apply 
for an allotment, did so, It, there- 
fore, became necessary to advise him 
that the application should be with- 
drawn, This is the-only incident in 
which the public trustee has been 
concerned in connection with the new 
issue.” 

While thus denying the statement 
that he was issuing broadcast advice 
not to subscribe for the Canadiar 
loan, the public trustee states that he 
did himself buy several! lots of the 
new issue at a discount before allot-

Navigation On Great Lakes; 
Loss of Life Placed at 275 


Monetary Loss Exceeds Eeven Million Dollars—-But for the Great 
Storm of November 9th-11th Loss of Life Would Not Have 
Exceeded Seven and Property Loss One Million 


Detroit, Mich, Dec. 15.—In_ the 
1913 season of navigation on the 
Great Lakes, now closing, 20 boats 
ended their existence, about 275 lives 
were lost and 300 or more minor ac- 
cidents occurred. 

In 1912, thirty-five lives were lost, 


19 vessels were wrecked and 200 
Minor acéiderits occurred. 
The most important loss of the 


season in 1012 was the sinking of the 
steamer James Cayley, on Lake Sup- 
erior, by collision with the steamer 
Rennesselaer, the combined loss of 
ship and eargo being $800,000, while 
this season there were seven losses, 
each of which exceeded that amount.
